Improvements Made
With work soon to be fin- 

lined on the new picnic shel­ 
ter and the bridge to the is­ 
land in the lake, the develop­ 
ment of the eastern portion of 
the lake area will be complet­ 
ed.) Major improvements in 
this area the past year have 
included new curbs and walks 
around the perimeter of the 
lake and island, a concrete ter­ 
race north of the recreation 
building, and extensive land­ 
scaping.

The new picnic shelter is lo­ 
cated east of the lake and is 
completed t>xcept for being 
fitted with stoves and sinks. 
The new bridge to the island 
la also virtually completed.

Development of the 13 acres 
at the northwest corner of 
Alondra Park, on'land former­ 
ly occupied by a housing unit, 
will make it available for rec­ 
reational activities for the 
first time.

Ball Diamonds
The two new softball dia- 

[j-monds will be located just east 
Prairie Ave.; one near the 

corner of Manhattan Beach 
Blvd., the other approximate­ 
ly 400 feet south.

The baseball diamond will 
be located approximately 200 
feet south of Manhattan Beach

Blvd. and approximately 800 
feet east of Prairie Ave.

Approximately 76 new trees 
will be included in the land­ 
scaping program in addition 
to new turf throughout the 
area.. New trees will include 
deodar, cedars, eucalyptus, 
California incensecedar, 
Queensland nut, olive and cork

Future Plans
Provisions have been Includ­ 

ed for future developments in 
this area including parking 
areas adjacent to the baseball 
and softball diamonds, and 
other courts and play areas.

About four months will be 
required for completion of the 
general development program

"By next May this section 
of the park should be green 
and beautiful and it should 
prove a real attraction to the 
people and especially to the 
c h i 1 d r e n," Supervisor Hahn 
stated.
